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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Clalms1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Steenwyk et al (GB 2 295 409 A); hereinafter Steenwyk et al. (of Record) in view of 
Kitson (Pat No. 5,132,624); hereinafter Kitson (of Record) 
Steenwyk et al teach a method of making and breaking electrical connections in 
wireline connecting electrical equipment. A plurality of electrically connectible sections 
is provided in which each section is provided with a male (12) and a female (1 1 ) at 
opposite ends. The sections are sequentially lowered down into a well to interconnect 
the male and female members. Holes (19) are provided to allow drilling fluid to escape 
from the body bore (84) (cf page 8) Kitson teaches a connector (170) having a central 
bore (180) and electrical contacts (184, 185) circumferentially spaced around the 
periphery of the central bore (180) (Cf. Col 5) . It would have been obvious to combine 
the 2 teachings and to provide that pairs of electrical contacts are circumferentially 
spaced around a central throughbore within a connector rather than what Steenwyk et 
al teach Inasmuch as only ordinary skill would have been necessary to modify the 
teaching of Steenwyk et al to define the claimed invention.
